evening nr discussed the m atter of the 
preparations 
by the Fullerton police for emer­ 
g encies of trouble by the tw o junior colleg es in 
their 
Thanksg iving day 
g ame. 
Information 
has come to u# a little more fully in relation 
to it since, and we would wish to emphasize 
that 1 his intense rivalry which ha# led to trou­ 
ble. has not been between the junior colleg e#, 
as it has been between the other school forces. 
W e cannot condemn, in the lig ht of the facts, 
the Fullerton police officers for the precaution 
they used, even thoug h if they had investig ated 
further, they probably would have found that 
the difficulties which had caused them to he on 
their g uard, did not apply in the case of the 
junior colleg e’'. 
The junior colleg e student body, throug h 
their own activities, had taken this up with 
the students, and undoubtedly the students had 
had the m atter so laid before them that there 
was not the remotest dang er of anything out 
of the way occurring . 
A nd for this, the stu­ 
dent body leaders deserve praise. 
It is exceeding ly unfortunate that this in­ 
tense rivalry, g oing down into personalities, 
should prevail. 
And we do insist that if the 
condition is such that those who are charg ed 
with the responsibility of keeping the peace, 
feel that it is necessary for them to make 
such preparations as these, the sport should 
cease. 
In fact, this fear certainly would bring 
before those 
responsible 
for 
these untoward 
events, the seriousness of their own actions. 
Many times difficulties which arise on such 
occasions are not am ong students themselves, 
but among the 
spectators, 
who find 
them ­ 
selves less able to control their spirits and 
temper than are the students. 
Those -of us 
who are not students, owe it to the g reat body 
of our students to keep possession of our­ 
selves to the end that we do not bring disre­ 
spect upon the students. 


President Lowell 
fo llo wed the most distin­ 


g uished president that H arvard U niversity has) 
had in all its long and honorable history. 
It 
was no easv task to till the place of 
«1 man who 
had co me to he known as the country’» m ost, 
disting uished 
private 
citizen, 
for 
President 
Charle* W . Eiiot had become that. 
Yet the 
w-riter of the history of H arvard U niversity 
will place the nam e of Lowell but little below 
that of Eliot am ong its long line of distin­ 
g uished leader#. 
The work of the tw o men 
was along different lines. 
President Eliot was 
prim arily an educator. 
President Lowell was 
prim arily an adm inistrator. 
Yet each was not 
w ithout distinction in the sphere in which the 
other excelled. 
President Eliot revolutionized 
the curriculum of the university. 
President 
Lowell developed 
extensively 
the 
g raduate 
schools. 
It was throug h him that the G radu­ 
ate 
School 
of 
Business 
Adm inistration 
was 
established, lifting business adm inistration to 
a profession like teaching , medicine and law. 
A nother g reat contribution made by President 
Lowell was the housing system of the student. 
It was under his leadership that the Fresh­ 
man house plan was beg un, which is now be­ 
ing adopted by all American colleg es. 
H e also 
established g roup houses, which is also becom­ 
ing an accepted system among the colleg es. 
President Lowell came up to his position 
from the leg al profession. 
This probably ac­ 
counts for a m arkedly different attitude to­ 
ward public affairs from that held by President 
Eliot, who came to his position as a life-long 
educator. 
It is w ith some reg ret that 
w t re­ 
call his opposition to the confirm ation of Louis 
Brandéis when he was nom inated for Justice 
of the U nited 
States Suprem e court, which 
President 
Eliot 
heartily endorsed. 
And 
his 
decision on the Sacco-Vanzetti case will always 
be held ag ainst him by passionate lovers of 
justice. 
Yet he hat stood ever for academic 
freedom. 
H e refused to bow to the clamor 
for the removal of Prof. M unsterberg in the 
da vs of the w ar hysteria, and for the removal 
of H arold J. Laski when he took the unpopu­ 
lar side on the Boston Police strike. 
The 
latte’- incident, it will be recalled, broug ht Cal­ 
vin Coolidg e into national prom inence, and ul­ 
tim ately to the presidency of the U nited States. 
The period covered by 
President Low ell’s 
adm inistration 
will stand out as 
one w hich1 
marked the g reatest m aterial g row th of the 
university. 
H is successor will have tw o g reat 
leaders to follow. 
It will not be an easy task. 
Still H arvard has a disting uished alum ni, and 
the m aterial to choose from is rich.
